Ve mihi fi non , Woe hee onto me if I doe not 
preach the Gofp-ll. Neither is that ſpoke there 
with the caſe of a future,as the Roman Tran- 
lation hath it, Si non Fliuangelizanero,If I doe 
not hereafter preach , If Ipreachnoratone'; 
time or other, If I [x4y gps when I fer 
how things wil go,whar kind of preaching 
will be moſt acceptable : Butit is, S107 &- 


though I had preached yeſterday ; for ſo 
Saint Ambroſe preached his Sermon de ſanto

Baptiſimo, for, it ſeemes he preached that 
without any premeditation , Prout ſug gerit 
Spiritus ſanfus. Now , though I had not 
time to labour a Sermon ; and now, though 
I preach in anothers mans place, for ſo Saint 
Auguſtine preached his Sermon ypon the 95. 
P/alme : where he lacs, Frater woſter Seuerus, 
Our brother Seuerus ſhould by promiſe haue preas 
ched heere,but ſince he comes not, Twill. Now, 
that is,vvhenſocuer Gods good people may 
be cdified by my preaching : Y2 ſi non, woe 
be vnto me,if I doe not preach. The Dya- 
gondrew a third part of the Stars from heauen. 
Antichriſt by his Perſecutions , and Excom- 
munications ſilenced many , all that would 
not magnific him: And many amongſt vs; 
haue ſilenced themſclues: Abundance filen- 
ces ſome,& Lazineſle, and Ignorance ſome, 
and ſome their owne Indiſcretion,and then

Ic is true that Wvee muſt hate Gods enernies 
with a perfe# hatred, and it is true that Saint 
| Chry ſoitome ſayes , Odium perfeftum eff, odrum | 
conſummatiſsimum , that is not a perfeCt ha- 
tred,chat leaues out any of their Errors vi-

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| hated, Bur yet a partes hatred is thar too, | 
| which may conlilt with perte&tion, and 
Charitie is perfeRion: a perfeRt hatred is 
that which a perfe&, thar is, a charitable 
man may beare,vvhich is ſtill to hate Errors, 
not Perſons. When their inſolencies pro- 
uoke vs to ſpeake of them, we ſhall doc no

| /teries : Law and Phiſicke are called Sciences, 
and PrefeſSions : - many others haue m 
other names, ours is 0:ders. When by his 
Maieſties leaue we meet in our Conwocations, 
and: being met, haue hi; further leane , to 
treat of remedies for any diſorders in the 
Church, our Conſtitutions are Cans , Canins 
are Rules, Rules are Orders : Parl:aments de- 
termine in Lawes, Iudgesin Decrees , wee 
Orders. And by our Seruice in this Mither 
( hurch, we are (anonici, Canms, Regular,Or- 
| derly men ; not Canoni/tz,men that know 0r- 
ders , -but (anonici,, men that keepe them : 
where wee are allo called Prebendaries, ra- 
ther a Prebendo , then 4 Prebenda, rather for 
giuing example of obedience to Orders, | 
| then for any other reſpect. In the Romane 
Church the moſt diſorderly men, are their| 
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menin Orders. I ſfpeake not of the victouſ- 
neſfe of their life, I ama no Tudge of that, I| 


Order, that they are within rule of no tem- 
porall Law , within iariſdiftion of no Ci- 
wll Magiſtrate , no ſecular Indge. They 
may kill Kings , andyet can be no Traytors, 
they afsigne their reaſon , Becauſe they are no 
Subiets. He that kils one of them, ſhall be 
reelly bang'd; and if one of them kill , hee 
ſhall be Metaphorically hang'd, hee ſhall bee 
ſuſpended. Wee enioy gratefully , and wee 
vie modeſtly the Priuiledges which godly 
Princes , our of their pije:ic haue affoorded 
vs, and which cheir godly Succeſſours haue 
giuen vs againe by their gracious continu- 
ing of them to vs; but our.Profeſsion of .it 
ſelfe, naturally (though the very.nature of 
ic diſpoſe Princes to a gracious diſpoſition 
tovs.) exempts vs not from the tye of their 
Lavves. All men are indeed;vvearein Deed 
and in name too , Men of Orders ; and there- 
fore ought to be moſt ready of all others to

Or are 
we ignorant what thoſe XK ings of Iudah,and 
thoſe Emperors did?

Take it where the power of the 
Empire may ſeem ſomwhat declind inCharls 
the great , we (ee by thoſe Capitularies of his, 
that remain yet,vvhat orders he gaue in ſuch

How little the Kings of 
this kingdome did in Ecclefiaſticall caufes 
then,vwwh2n by their conniuence that power 
was deuold 1n:o 1x forraine Prelates hand, it 
is pitie to conſider, ei os rememb:r, pitie 
to bring into Contemplation, And yertru- 
ly cuen then our Kings didexerciſe more of 
that power , then our aduerſaries who op. 
poſe 1t,will confeſle. Bur, ſince the true ju- 
ridiction was vinlicated, and reapplyed to 
the Crovwne, inwhart uſt height Henrie the 
eight , and thoſe who gouerned his Sonnes 
minoritie, Fdward the ſx, exerciſed chat iu- 
ri(dition in Eccleſiaicall cauſes, none, thar 
knowes their Story, knowes not. And,be- 
cauſe ordinarily , wee ſettle our ſelues beſt 
in the Actions, and Precedents of the late 
| Qweene of. bleſſed and everlaſting memory, 
[-may haue kaug to remember them thar 
know:;and to tell them that knovy nor, one! 
act of her power and her wiledome,to this 
purpoſe. When ſome Articles congerning 
the falling away from juſtifying grace, and' 
other poynts that bear vponthar haunt, had 
been ventilated, in Connenticle, and in}. 
Pulpits roo, and Preaching on bo.h ſides 
| paſt, 


cen 
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paſt, and that ſome perſons of grear place 


and eſtimation in our Church,together with 
him who was the greateſt of all, amongſt 
our Clergy, had ypon mature deliberation 
eſtabliſhed a reſolution what ſhould bee 
thought, and taught, held and preached in 
thoſe poynts,and had thereupon ſent down 
that reſolution to be publiſhed in the Yni- 
uerſitie,not vulgarly neither, to the people, 
butin a Sermon, Ad Clerum onely, yer her 
Maieſtie being informed thereof, declared 
her diſpleaſure ſo, as thar, ſcarce any houres 
before the Sermon was to haue been, there | 
was aCountermaund, an Inhibition to the 
Preacher for medling with any of thoſe 
poynts.Not that her Mate/tie made her ſelfe 
Iudge of the Doftrines, but thatnothing, not 
formerly declared to be ſo, ought to bee de- 
clared to be the Tenet, and Doctrine of this 
Church, her Maie/tie not being acquainted, 
nor ſuplicated to giue her gracious allovw- 
ance for the publication thereof. 

His ſacred MaieFte then, is herein ypon 
the ſteps of the Kings of Tudah, of the ( bri. 
ſtian Emperors, of the Kings of England, of 
all the Kings of England, that —_— =>

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Reformation, of Queene Elizabeth her ſelfe, 
and he is vpon his owne ſteps too. For, it is a 
ſeditious.calumny to apply this which is} 
done now, to any occaſion that riſes but 
now : asthough che King had done this, 
now, for ſarisfaction of any perſons at. this 
time. For ſome yeares ſince, when he was 
pleaſed to call the Heads of Fuſes from the 
Vniuerlity, and intimate to them the incon- 
ueniences that aroſe from the Preaching of | 
{uch men, as were not ar all conuerſanr in 
the Fathers, in the Schoole, nor in the Eccleſe- 
aſticall Storie, bur had ſhut. vp themlelues in 
| a fewy later TWhiters ; and gaue order to thoſe 
Gouernowurs for remedy herein, Then he be- 
gan, then he laid the foundation for thar,in 
which hze hath proceeded thus much fur- 
ther row, to reduce Preaching neerer tothe 
manner of thoſe Primiciue times,vvhenGod 
gaue ſocuident,and fo remarkable bleſsings 
tomens Preaching. + - - 
Conſider more particularly that which 
he hath done now , His Mateſtie hath ac- 
companied his moſt gracious Letter'to the 
moſt Reuyrend Father m God, my Lords Grace 
of Canterbury, with certaine Direfions how 
H Prea- 


err 
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Preachers ought to behaue themſelues in 
the exerciſe of that part of their Minifterie. 
Theſe being deriued from his Grace, in due 
courſe to his reuerend Brethren,the other Bi- 
hops, our worthy Dioceſan, ener vigilant for 
the Peace and vnitie of the Church, gaue a 
ſpecCy, very ſpeedy intimation thereof, to 
the Clergte of his Iurifdiction, ſo did others, 
ro whom it appertain'd ſo to- doe in theirs. 
Since that, his Mate/tie who alwayes taking 
good workes in hand, loues to perfe&t his 
owne works, hath vouchſafed to giue ſome 
Reaſons of this his proceeding; which being 
ſignified by him to whom. the State and 
Church owes much, The right Reuerend Fa- 
therin Ged, the Biſhops of Lincolne, Lord Kee« 
per of the great Seale, and after by him alſo, 
who began at firſt, his Mazeſties pleaſure ap-' 
pearing thereby, (as he is too Great, and too | 
Geed a King to ſeeke corners, or dilpuiles,for | 
his a&tions) that theſe proceedings ſhould 
be made publique, I was not willing only, 
but glad to haue my part therein, that as, in 
the teare of God, I haue alwaies preached 
to you the GoFpell of Chriſt Teſus, whois the 
God of your Salvation , So intheteſtimony 


of 
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of a good Conſcience, I might now preach 
ro you,the Goſpel of the Holy ghoſt,ovbo is the 
God of peace,of vnitie,and concord. 

Theſe Direions then, and the Reaſons of 
them, by his Maieſties particular care, euery 
man in the-Miniſtery may {ce & write out, 
in the acl Regifters Offices , with his 
owne hand for nothing, and for verylittle, 
if hee vie the hand of another. Perchance 
you haye, at your conuenience,you may ec 
them. When you do,you ſhall ſee, That his 
Maieſlies generall intention therein is,co put 
a difference, between graue,and folid, from 
light and humerous preaching, Origen does 
fo, when pon the Epiſtle to the Romanes,he 
ayes, There us a great difference, Inter predi- 
care, & docere : A man may teach an Audi- 
tory, that is, make them knoyy ſomething 
thar they knew not before, and yet not 
Preach ; for Pr caching i is to make them 
knowrhin gs appertaining to their ſaluation, 
But when mea doe neither, neither Teach, 
nor Preach, bur (as his Maieſtie obſerues the 
manner to bee ) To ſoare in poynts to deepe, 
To mufter op their owne Reading , To diſplay 


their owne Wit,or. Ignorance in medling with Ci- 
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\ will matters, or (as his Mateflie addes) in rude 
and ondecent rewling of perſons : this is that 
which bath drawen downe his Maieſttes | 
piercing Eye to {ce it, and his Royall care to 
correct it. Hee corrects it by ( hri/ts ovyne 
way, Quid ab mitio , by conſidering how it 
was at firſt : for, (as himlelfe toright pur- 
pole cites Tertullian) 1d verum qurd primum ; 
That us beit , which was firit. Hee would 
therefore haue vs conuerlant in Antiguitie : 
For , Nazianzen askes that queſtion with 
ſome {corne ,wis et qui veritatis propugna- 
torem , onius diet ſþatio, rvelut e luto ſtatuam 
fingit. Can any. man hopeto make a good 
Preacher, as ſocne as a good PiCture? In! 
three or foure dayes, or with three orfoure 
Books? His Maieſty therfore cals vs to look, 
Quid primum , what was firſt in the whole 
(hurch? And againe,Quid primum,wvhen we 
receiued the Reformation in this X2dom, 
by what meanes, (as his Maze/tie exprefſeth 
it ) Papiſtry was driven out, and Puritaniſme 
kept out, and wee delivered from the Superſtiti- 
on of the Papiſt , and the madneſſe of the Anas 
baptiits, as before hee expreſſeth1t : and his 
religious and judicious eye ſees clearly, Thar 
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all that Doctrine, which wrought this grear 
cure vpon vs, in the Reformatton,is contai- 
ned in the twyo Catechiſnes, in the 3 9. Arti- 
cles, and in the 2. Bo:kes of Homilies. And to 
thefe, as to Heads, and Abundaries, from 
whence all knowledge neceffarie to {aluati- 
on, may abundantly 4 deriu'd, hee directs 
the meditations of Preachers. 

Are theſe nevy wayes ? No way new:for 
they were our firſt way in receiving Chriſtia: 
nity, and our firſt way in receiung the Re- 
formation. Take a ſhort view of them all : 
as it is in the Catechiſmes, as it is in the Arti- 
cles, as it isin the Fomilies. Firſt you are 
called backe to the practiſe of Catechi/ang : 
Remember what Cate. hiſmg is ; itis DÞ:iti- 
tutio viua voce. And in the Primitive Church, 
when thole perfons, who comming from 
the Gentiles ro:the Chriſtian Religion, might | 
haue beene ſ{candalized with the outward 
Ceremoniall, ang Rituall worſhip of God 
in the Church, ( for Ceremonies are ſtum- 
bling blockes to them who looke ypon 
them without their Significartion , and 
without the reaſon of their Inſticution) to 
auoyd that daunger, though they were not 
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admitted to ſee the Sacraments adminiſtred,; 
nor the other Seruice of God performedin 
the (Church, yetin the Church, they receiued 
Iftruftion, Inſtitution,by word of mourh,in 
the fundamentall Articles of the Chriſtian 
Religion, and that was Catechiſms. The Chri- 
ſtians had it from the beginning, and the 
ewes had it too : for their word Chanach, is 
of that ſ1gnification, Initiare,to enter. 'Traine 
Dp a child in the way hz ſhould goe and when be 
#s olde, hee will not depart from it. Traine op, 
{ayes our Tranſlation in the Text; Catechi/e, 
ſay our Tranſlators in the Margin, accor- 
ding to the naturall force of the Hebrew 
word. And Sepher Chinnach, which is Liber 
Inſtitutionum,that 1s,of Catechiſme,is a Booke 
well knowne amongſt the Tewes , eue 
where, where they arenovy : Their Inſti- 
tution is their Catechiſme. And if wvvee 
{ſhould tell ſome men”, That ( aluins In/titu- 
tions werea Catechiſme,vvould they not loue 
Catechiſing the better for that name ? And 
would they not louc it the better , if the 
gaue me leaue to tell them that of which I 
had the experience. An Artificer of this Ci- 
tie brought his Childe to mee,to admure (as 


truly | 
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truly there was much reafon) the capacitie, 
the memory, eſpecially of the child. It was 
.| buta Girle, andnot aboue nine yeares of 
age, her Parents ſaid lefſe, ſome yeares leſle; 
wee could ſcarſe propoſe any Verſe of an 
Booke, or Chapter of the Bible , but thar 
that childe would goe forward without 
| Booke. 1 began to Catechiſe this child , and 
truly, ſhee vnderſtood nothing of the Ty1- 
nitie,nothing of any of thole fundamentall | 
| poynts which mult faue vs : and the won- 
der was doubled, hovy the knew ſo much, 
how lo little. 

The Primitive Church diſcerned this ne- 
ceſcitie of (atechiſing : And therefore they 
inſtituted a particular Office, a Calling in the 
Church of ( atechiſers. Which Office,as wee 
ſee in Saint Cyprians 4.2. Epiſtle, thatgreat 
man 9ptatus exerciled at Carthage, and Ori- 
gen at Alexandria. When S..4:2u/tine rooke 
the. Fpi/Hle,and the Goſpell , and the P/alme of 
the day } tor his Text to one Sermon, did 
he,thinke you, much morethen paraphraſe, 
then Cartechiſe? When Athanaſius makes 
one Sermon, and,God knowes,a very fhort 
ane too, C ontra omnes Fereſes , To ouerthrow 


all; 
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ſalogus makes fixe or ſeuen Sermons vpon 


all Herefies in one Sermon, did he, think you, 
any more then propoſe fuadamentall Do- 
Arines, which is truly the way to ouer- 
throw all Freſres ? When Saiac (Þ-y/tom 
enters into his Sermon-vpon the 3. Chapter 
to the Galatians, with that preparation, At-

In the farſt 
Booke, the very firft Homilies are, of the 
Suffictencie of Scriptures , and of the abſo- 
lute necefſitre of Reading them , lufhciendly | 
oppoſed againſt that which hath been fayd 
1n that Church, both of the impertinencee, | 
of Scriptures, as not abſolutely neceſlarie, | | 
andof the infufficiencie of theſe Scriptures, | 
if Scriptures were neceſſaric. And in the | 
{ſecond Booke, the ſecond Homily is againſt, 
4 L |2 Jdslas oof 
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Idolatrie ; and lo farre againit all approa-| 
chzs rowards 1t, by hauing..any Imazes in 
Churches, as that perchance Moderat Men, 
would rather thinke that Z1milie to ſeuere 
in that kind, then ſulpe&t the FHmilies of 
declination towards Papiſtrie. Is ir the 
name of Hmelies that Scandalizes chem ? 
would they haue none? Saint Cyrills 3 0. 
Paſchall Sermms, which he preached in fo 
many ſenerall Eaſter daies, at his Arch-biſhop- 
rike of Alexandria, and his Chriſtmas dayes 
Sermons tao, were ordinarily ex{crib'd, and 
rehearſed ouer againe, by the moſt part 
of the Clergic of thoſe parts : and in their 
Mouthes they were but Honilies, And 
| Caluins Fomilies vpon [bb ( as Beza in his 
Preface before them, calls them) were or-| 
dinarily repeated ouer againein many pla- 
 |ces of Fraunce : andin their mouthes they 
were but H miles. Ic is bur the name, that 
ſcandalizes, and yet the name of Homilia 
and Concio, a Hmily and a Sermon, 1s all 
one. Andif fome of theſe were ſpoken, 
and not reade, and {0 exhibited in thename 
of a Serrzon, they would like chem well 
inough: Cerrainely his'Maieſtie muſtcoke it

in our Honulies, there is inovgh for Poſitive, 
inough for Controverted Diwnitie ; For that 
T-ſuit, that intended to bring in the whole 
body of Controuerted Diuinitie into his | 
booke, (whom we named before) deſi red 
no other SubieR, no other occaſion to FYl 
that, but the Catechiſme of that Church, 
neirher need any ſober Man, that intends to 
handle Controuerlies aske more,or go fur- 
ther.
